Since two summer training camps for 
men have been had and since 

there is considerable talk of not only 
having the same ones next summer, but 
additional ones as well, it is necessary 
to consider them when summing up the 
military resources of the United States. 
The first of these camps was held at 
Plattsburg, N. Y. Prior to its opening 
it was given six months publicity. The 
part of the county in which it wag held 
is that which would be the first to suf- 


' Yer in case of an invasion from Europe. 


The camp took place before and during 


‘the usual vacation season. All these 


points were in its favor from the point 
of view of producing a large attendance. 

The camp opened with 1,000 and closed 
‘with 1,300 men present. However, all of 


' these mien did not come from the east 


alone. Many came from other parts of 
the country. Throughout the time this 
camp was held, the newspapers gave it 
@ great publicity all over the United 
States. 


Campaign to Get Recruits. 
It was decided to hold a similar camp 
at Fort Sheridan, Ill. The plan was to 
have 1,000 men attend. The war depart- 


ment demanded a minimum of 500 if it} 


Was expected to furnish the necessary 
equipment and instructors. After some 
little time only 139 applications had been 
received, and then two days passed witb- 
out a single one having been made. 

As the time was rapidly approaching 
when the war department had to be defi- 


- nitely notified that a minimum of 500 men 


had been obtained, it was decided to carry 
on a vigorous campaign. For this pur- 
pose daily dinners were held, at which 
various regular officers and men who had 
ettended the Plattsburg camp spoke. In 
addition speeches were made wherever

However, the time spent was too short 
to teach anything more than the barest 
elements of the duties of a private. It 
‘was not sufficient to make even passably 
good privates out of any of those present.

| QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 


L. H. F. writes: In case the Japanese 
army should tnvade the United States, 
how strong an army would ft take to beat 
them back; also, how is the Pacific coast 
Gefense by comparison with that of the 
Atlantic coast? 
REPLY. 

In considering any question of coast defense, 
it shoul@ be borne in mind that the sole 
function of the coast defense batteries is to 
beat off attacks by enemy ships on entrances 
to harbors and bays. The batteries them- 
selves cannot prevent the landing of troops 
on the coast line between harbors. This 
must be done by bodies of mobile troops, that 
is, infantry, cavalry, and field artillery. The 
defense of a coast line, therefore, resolves} 
iteelf Into the problem of having mobile troops 
in sufficient numbers so situated that, no mat- 
ter where the enemy may land between har- 
bors, he can be promptly attacked by a force 
strovig enough te drive him off The har 
bors of our Pacific coast are on the whole as 
well defended by coast batteries us are those 
on the Atlantic. There are fewer harbors, 
however, so that there are much longer con- 
tinuous stretches of coast, at any epot of which 
an invader could land. Proper protection, 
therefore, necessitz at several central points 
in Washington, , and California enough 
mobile troops to overcome quickly a landing 
force before it could be reinforced.

Ezekiel to his aid in laboring today with 
Representative Kitchin, the new major- 
ity leader of the house, upon the question 
of supporting the administration's pro- 
gram of national defense.

Statistics nieeneneell yesterday by the 
department of agriculture in its Novem- 
ber crop ‘report base values on prevailing 
November prices. Corn, with a produc- 
tion - of. 3,000,508,000 bushels—34,000,000 
bushels below the record crop—is worth 
$1,913,025,071, tthe most valuable corn 
crop ever grown. It exceeds the former 
biggest value rop-taet of 1014—by $190,- 
000,000. 

Wheat Production Sets Record. 

Wheat, with the largest productionever 
known in any country, 1,022,029,000 bush- 
els, or about one-fourth of the world’s 
wheat crop this year, is worth $932,888,999, 
or $54,000,000 more than the record made 
in 1914. 

The oatts crop also was a record one, 
both jn point tof production and value. 
The harvest was 1,517,478;,000 bushels— 
almost 100,000,000 bushels better than the 
record of 1912—and its value $532,599,822, 
ig $33,000,000 more than the record value 
of the 1914 crop.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 8.—[Special.]— 
| Realty corporations having only a nom- 
inal capital stock but a huge bonded.in- 
debtedness, mostly secured by mortgages, 
must pay an income tax on practically all 
of the interest paid out to the bondhold- 
ers, according to a decision of the-Su- 
preme court today. 

This type of corporation is said to bea 
familiar one in New York, Chicago, and 
other large cities. As a rule they operate 


realty enterprises which can be conducted 
bythe issuance of bonds and without any 
capital stock except in a nominal ee 


New York Company Sued. 

~The decision was in the case of tie 
Forty Two Broadway company of: New 
York, sued in New York federal courts 
to compel the return of approximately 
$1,700, the tax paid under the corporation 
tax act, since reénacted in the income tax 
law, for. the year 1910. 


and it was ‘refused. .The tax collector 
reckoned the net income taxable by sub- 
tracting the amount of the capital stock 
from the bonded indebtedness and making 
other customary deductions and. esti- 
mated. the amount as indicated. 


Lower Courts Favor Company. 

The lower federal courts, both the Dis- 
trict court of New York and the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, decided in effect that 
the company had practically no “ net in- 
come” because the bonded indebtedness 
must be considered as incidental to the 
conduct of the business Itself and might 
be deducted in determining the amount 
of the net income to be taxed. 

The Supreme court today reversed this 
decision, holding that the statute pro- 


| vides specifically that interest paid out 


on bonded indebtedness was exempt only 
so far as it did not exceed the amount of 


the capita! stock of a corporation, and 
that the situation in which these realty 
corporations found themselves was dif- 
| ferent from that of banks,‘ which were 
permitted to deduct interest <page to 
depositors. ‘

“low brow.” That is, his forehead has a 
decided slant, while the red head's is high 
and well rourlGed.

They prefer the windward sido of the de- 
coys, 80 put them out so most of them are 
to the lee of your blind. For this reason 
it is best to have your blind situated so 
the wind blows across it if possible. Ta 
any event beware of the blind the ducks 
have to fly over toreach your decoys. Be- 
cause they pitch into decoys don’t think 
that these ducks are careless—-they can 
see and hear a surprisingly long distance.

In duck hunting the usual instructions 
are to let all incoming ducks passe and 
shoot after them. The theory, partially 
correct, is that the close lying feathers 
of the duck will turn the shot, but to turn 
all the way around in the cramped quar- 
ters used in’ duck hunting, like a blind or 
duck boat, is no easy trick. Besides, in- 
coming ducks are easy to hit. 


As a general rule most hunters under- | 


estimate the speed of the canvas back 
owing to his size and deliberate flight, and 
it is impossible to convince even some old 
timers that their average speed is greater 
than that of the blue wing teal. All open 
water ducks are heavily feathered and 
will carry a considerable load of shot 
without stopping. 

Often you will see widgeon feeding with 


canvas backs. These little rascals will |

W. Murphy, former president of the 
Cubs, agreed to share any deficit between 
the receipts and the cost of boarding the 
Cubs up to a certain limit. 


Murphy Puts One Over. 
| Last spring there was a deficit to be met 
by the stockholders of the Tampa asso- 
ciation amounting to something like 
$2,500, but the business ability of C W. 
‘Murphy became apparent when the actual 
wording of the contract was found to 
specify that the club would be responsible 
only for any difference between receipts 
and the cost of boarding and lodging thir- 
ty-five Cubs for thirty days. The receipts 
paid the hotel bill all right. The deficit 
grew out of the cost of transportation to 
different towns for exhibition games, 2::d 
the upkeep of the field used for practice, 


but these items were not covered by the 


deficit agreement. 

Jack Downs, one of the officials of the 
Tampa association, told me last spring 
that the association would seek a mod'- 
fication of this contract, and all that was 
desired was a deal whereby the Cubs 
would share in any deficit that might ov- 
cur on the cost of the training trip while 
in Florida. This may be agreed to by

OME timé a pianist will ask him- 

self, point blank: ‘‘ Why play the 

Bach D minor, or G minor, or A 

minor, or D major Prelude, or Fan- 

tasia, or Toccata and Fugue. in 

either the Liszt or the Busoni perversions, 

merely to begin a program?’ And when 

he finds the answer, and does not do it 

any more, many will. rise up and call him 
‘blessed. 

He won't. find it, though. For some 
particular effulgence rests about the head 
of the planist who maneuvers success- 
fully through. these unpianistic scores, 
and that sort of nimbus floated over Ar- 
thur-Shattuck's amber locks last evening 
at Orchestra hall. It has beendone. It 
is being done... It — wil! be done, 
world without end. ~ 


The only advantage the piano has over 
the origina! medium is that of accent; the 
only excuse (this may be far too candid, 
but deep reverence for Bach prompts it) 
is that organists neglect the musical 
study of Bach, and play bis organ works 
too seldom at thet. Mr. Shattuck’s 
press. the G minor Fantasia and 

Fugue and. Bueonj’s transcription of the 
Chorale-Prelude ‘“* Awake, the voice com- 
mands,” justified themselves in so far 
as good pianism does justify them. The 
latter number does less violence to the 
original, and the former—the Liszt ver- 
sion—is far more effective. . . 

Between these two earnest interpreta- 
tions were the Lulli-Dienier “ Air Ten- 
dre,” which was presented with abundant 
sentiment, and a Courrante, (truer, pos- 
sibly, to the classic style.. Then came @ 
sonatina by Reynaldo Hahn, which might 
have been written in. the early Mendeis- 
sohn period, and was not, unfortunately. 
Brilliant, deft playing gave it good galon 
atmosphere, an. attention ,on Mr. Shat- 
tuck’s part which  esecomee fulfilled its 


mission. ere 


“ En Automne,” by by Nicolaieft: Fried- 
mann’s “‘ Music Box "'; ‘‘ The Cuckoo,” by 
Emerson Whithorne, and D’ Albert's F 
gharp scherzo completed a group most 
grateful to Mr. Shattuck'’s gifts. The 
“ Music Box " wasencored, of course, and 
“The Cuckoo” deserved to*be, both on 
the score of its merit and also of its in- 
terpretation. Likewise the . D’Albert 
scherzo. ’ 

Mr. Shattuck’ receives the recognition 
due sincere, unpretending preparation and 
consistent public work. His playing is 
without buncombe. His technique is a 
brilliant force. His tone is a pleasure. 
His interpretative facuities are those of a 
pianist of high ideals. That his program 
included the Brahms F minor sonata and 
Liszt’s “ Tarantella’ proves 50 much. 

And while some general strictures on 
readjustments of Bach head this chroni- 
cle, no one will deny Mr- Shattuck’s stur- 
diness of treatment, his stability of 
rhythm, or his good taste in treating the 
emotional values of the Chorale-Prelude 


and the Fantasia. 


Josephine Large and Lols Adler, pian- 
istes, presented a two piano program at 
the Little theater last evening before an 
audience generously responsive to a varied 
program. Notable in the list were Phil- 
lip’s arrangement of the overture to the 
twenty-elghth cantata by Bach, Max 
Bruch’s Fentasie, opus 11; Hollaender’s
